INDIAN AIRLINES 

Non-International Carriage of Cargo (other than Baggage 
& Mail) Regulation/!, 1967. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (g) of 
sub-section (2) of section 45 of the Air Corporations 
Act, 1953 (27 ot 1953), and in supersession of the In- 
dian Airlines Corporation (Conditions of Carriage) Regu- 
lations, 1957, the Indian Airlines, with the previous ap- 
proval ot the Central Government, hereby makes the 
following Regulations relating to the conditions of non- 
international carriage of cargo (other than baggage and 
mail) performed by the Indian Airlines, namely : — 

1. Short title . — ' These regulations may be called the 
Indian Airlines Non-international Carriage of Cargo 
(other than baggage and Mail) Regulations, 1967. 

2. Definitions . — In these regulations, unless there is 
anything repugnant in the subject or context- — 

(1) ‘'Government” means the Government Of India; 

(2) ‘‘Corporation” means the Indian Airlines; 

(3) ‘‘Non-International Carriage” means carnage 
other than international carriage as defined ra 
th6 Indian Carriage by Air Act, 1934; 
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(4) “Cargo” in this coni ext will not include baggage 
and mail; 

15) “Air-way-bill" means 'Ait Consignment Note'; 

(6) “ Shipper" means ‘Consignor ; 

(7) “Carriage" means ‘Transportation’; 

(8) “Carrier” means the carrier (that is the Indian 
Airlines) issuing the air-way-bill; and 

(9) For the purposes ot the exemption lrom and 
limitation of liability provisions setforth or re- 
fericd to in the air-way-bill, “Carrier" includes 
agents, servants or representatives of the Carrier. 

3. (a) Carriage hereunder is subject to the rules relat- 
ing to liability established by the Indian Carriage by Air 
Act, 1934 (20 of 1934) as extended 1o non-international 
carriage with certain exceptions, adaptations and modifi- 
cations vide Government of India, Ministry ot Transport 
(Civil Aviation Wing) Notification number G.S.R, 1967, 
dated the 1 7th December, 1963 published in Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-section (i) of the Gazette of India, dated 
28th December, 1963. 

(b) Carriage hereunder is subject to: — 

(i) applicable laws, government regulations, orders, 
and requirements; 

(li) provisions heieinsctforth; 

(iii) applicable tariffs, rules, regulations and time- 
tables (but not the times of departure and 
arrival therein) of the Corporation, which are 
made part hereof and which may be inspected 
at any of its offices and at airports from which 
it operates regular services; 

(c) The agreed stopping places (which may be altered 
by the Corporation in case of necessity) are those places, 
except the place of departure and the place of destina- 
tion, set forth ou the face of the Air-way-bill or shown 
in the Corporation’s time-tables as scheduled stopping 
places lor the route; 

(d) The shipper acknowledges that he has been given 
an opportunity to make a special declaration of the value 
of the goods at delivery and that the sum entered on Ihc 
tace of the air-way-bill as “Shipper’s/ Consignor declared 
Value — For Carriage” if in excess of Rs. 80/- (Rupees 
eighty) per kilogram constitutes such special declaration 
of value and has paid a supplementary sum if the case 
so requires. In that caSe the Corporation will be liable 
Lo pay a sum not exceeding the declared sum, unless he 
proves that that sum is greater than the actual value to 
the consignor at delivery. 

4. In so far as any provision contained or leterrcd to 
in this air-way-bill may be contrary to mandatory law, 
government regulations, orders or i equipments, such 
provision shall remain applicable to the extent that it is 
not over-ridden thereby, The invalidity ot any provision 
shall not affect any other part thereof. 

5. Except as the provisions of the First Schedule to 
the Indian Carriage by Air Act, 1934 (20 of 1934) as 
applicable to carriage hy air not being international 
carriage with exceptions, adaptations and modifications 
thereof or other applicable law may otherwise require : — 

(a) The Corporation is not liable to the shipper or 
to any other person for any damage, delay or 
loss of whatsoever nature (hereinafter collec- 
tively referred to as “damage”) arising out of or 
in connection with the carriage of the goods, 
unless such damage excluding delay is proved 
to have been caused by the negligence or wilful 
fault ot the Corporation and there has been no 
contributory negligence of the shipper, consig- 
nee or other claimant. The Corporation will 
not be liable for damage caused by delay in the 
carriage; 

(b) The Corporation is not liable for any damage 
directly or indirectly arising out of compliance 
with laws, government regulations, orders or re- 


quirements or from any cause beyond the Cor- 
poration’s control; 

(e) The charges of carriage having been based upon 
the value declared by shipper, liability shall in 
no event exceed the shipper’s declared value for 
carriage stated on the face of the Air-way-bill, 
and in the absence of such declaration by ship- 
per, the liability of Corporation shall not exceed 
Rs. 80/- (Rupees eighty) per kilogram of goods 
destroyed, lost or damaged; all claims shall be 
subject to prool ol value. 

6. There shall not be any time limit fixed lor the com- 
pletion of carriage hereunder and that the Corporation 
may without notice substitute alternate carriers or aircraft. 
The Corporation docs not assume any obligation to carry 
the goods by any specified aircraft or over any particular 
route or routes or to make connection to any point 
according to any particular schedule, and the Corporation 
is authorised to select, or deviute from the route or routes 
of shipment, notwithstanding that the same may be stated 
on the face of the Air-way-bill. The shipper shall guaran- 
tee the payment of all charges and advances, 

7. The goods or packages said to contain the goods, 
described on the face of the Air-way-bill shall be accepted 
tor carriage from their receipt at Corporation's terminal 
or airport office at the place of departure lo the Airport 
at the place of destination. If so specifically agreed, the 
goods or packages said to contain goods, described on the 
lace of the Air-way-bill, will also be accepted lor for- 
warding to the airport of departure and for reforwarding 
beyond the airport of destitution. If such forwarding 
or reforwarding is by carriage operated by the Corpora- 
tion, such carriage shall he upon the same terms 
as to liability as set forth in Regulations 3 and 5 above. 
In any other event, the issuing carrier, and last carrier, 
respectively, in forwarding or reforwarding the goods, 
shall do so only as agents of the shipper, owner, or con- 
signee, as the case may be, and shall not be liable for any 
damage arising out of such additional carriage, unless 
proved lo have been caused by ils own negligence or wil- 
ful fault. The shipper, owner and consignee will autho- 
rise such carriers to do all things deemed advisable to 
effect such forwarding or reforwarding, including, but 
without limitation, selection of the means ol forwarding 
or reforwarding and the routes thereof (unless these have 
been specified by the shipper), execution and acceptance 
ot documents of carriage (which may include provisions 
exempting or limiting liability) and consigning of goods 
with no declaration of value, notwithstanding any declara- 
tion of value in the Air-way-bill. 

8. The Corporation is authorised < but shall be under 
no obligation) to pay any duties, taxes or charges and to 
make any disbursement with respect to the goods, and 
the shipper, owner and consignee shall be jointly and 
severally liable for the reimbursement thereof. If it is 
necessary to make customs entry of the goods at any 
place, the goods shall be deemed to be consigned at sitcfi 
place lo the person named on the face of the Air- way-bill 
as customs consignee or, if no such person be named, to 
the carrier carrying the goods to such place or to such 
customs consignee, if any, as such carrier may designate. 

9. Except as otherwise specifically provided in Air-way- 
bill, delivery of the goods will be made only to the con- 
-.ignec named on the face of the Air-way-bill. Notice of 
arrival of the goods will, in the absence of other instruc- 
tions, be sent to the Consignee, by ordinary methods; 
Corporation is not liable for non-receipt or delay in re- 
ceipt of such notice, 

10. (a) Receipt without complaint of any consignment 
at the time of delivery shall be prima facie evidence that 
the consignment has been delivered correctly' and in good 
condition; 

(b) No action shall be maintained in trie case of 
damage to goods unless a written notice, sufficiently dis- 
cribing the goods concerned, the approximate date of the 
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(i) applicable laws (including national laws imple- 
menting the Convention), government regula- 
tions, orders, and requirements; 


damage, and the details of the claims, is presented to an 
office of the Corporation within 7 days from the date of 
receipt thereof, and in the case of loss (including non- 
delivery), unless presented within 120 days from the date 
of issue of the air-way-bill; 

(c) Any rights to damages against the Corporation 
shall be extinguished unless an action is brought within 
two years after the concurrence of the events giving rise 
10 the claim. 

11. The shipper shall comply with all applicable laws, 
and other government regulations including those relating 
to the packing, carriage or delivery of the goods, and 
shall furnish such information and attach such documents 
to the Air-way-bill as may he necessary to comply with 
such laws and regulations. The Corporation is not liable 
to the shipper or any other person for loss or expense 
due to shipper’s failure to comply with this provision. 

12. No agent, servant or representative of the Corpora- 
tion has authority to alter, modify or waive any provision 
of the Air-way-bill.

INDIAN AIRLINES 

International Carriage of Cargo ( other than Baggage and 
Mail) Regulations , 1967 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (g) ol 
sub-section (2) of section 45 of the Air Corporations 
Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), and in supersession of the In- 
dian Airlines Corporation (Conditions of Carriage) Regu- 
lations, 1957, the Indian Airlines, with the previous ap- 
proval of the Central Government, hereby makes the 
following regulations relating to the conditions of inter- 
national carnage of cargo (other than baggage and mail), 
performed by the Indian Airlines in terms of the Indian 
Carriage by Air Act, 1934 (XX of 1934), namely : — 

1. Short Title. — -These regulations may be called the 
Indian Airlines International Carriage of Cargo ( other 
than Baggage and Mail) Regulations, 1967. 

2. The following conditions of contract shall apply to 
international carriage of cargo (other than baggage and 
mail) performed by the Indian Airlines in terms of the 
Indian Carriage by Air Act, 1934 : — 

( 1 ) As used in this contract, ‘Convention’ means the 
Convention for the Unification of certain Rules relating 
to International Carriage by Air, signed at Warsaw, 12tn 
October, 1929, or that Convention as amended by The 
Hague Protocol, 1955 whichever may be applicable to 
carriage hereunder, “air-way-bill" is equivalent to “air 
consignment note", “shipper" is equivalent to “consig- 
nor”, “carriage” is equivalent to “transportation” and 
“carrier” includes the air carrier issuing this air-way-bill 
and all air carriers that carry the goods hereunder or per- 
form any other services related to such air carriage. "For 
the purposes of the exemption from and limitation of 
liability provisions set forth or referred to herein,” “Car- 
rier” includes agents, servants or representatives of any 
such uir carrier. Carriage to bo performed hereunder by 
several successive carriers is regarded ns a single opera- 
tion. 

(2) (a) Carriage hereunder is subject to the rules re- 
lating to liability established by the Convention, unless 
such carriage is not “international carriage” as defined by 
the Convention. (See Carrier's tariffs for such defini- 
tion) . 

(b) To the extent not in conflict with the loregoing, 
carriage hereunder and other services performed by each 
Carrier are subject to : 


(ii) provisions herein set forth; and 

(iii) applicable tariffs, rules, regulations and time- 
tables (but not the times of departure and 
arrival therein) of such currier, which are 
made part hereof and which may he inspected 
at any of its offices and at airports fiom which 
it operates regular services; 

(c) For the purpose of the Convention, the agreed 
stopping places (which may be altered by Carrier in 
case ot necessity) arc those places, except the place of 
departure and the place of destination, set forth on the 
tact hereof or shown in Carrier’s time-tables as scheduled 
stopping places for the route. 

(d) In the case of carriage subject to the Convention, 
the shipper acknowledges that he has been given an op- 
portunity to make a special declaration of the value of 
the goods at delivery and that the sum entered on the face 
of the air-way-bill as “Shipper’s/ Consignor’s Declared 
Value For Carriage", if in excess of 250 French gold 
francs (consisting of 655 milligrams of gold with a fine- 
ness of 900 thousandths) or their equivalent per kilogram, 
constitutes such special declaration of value. 

(3) Insofar as any provision contained or refeircd to 
in this air-way-bill may be contrary to mandatory law, 
government regulations, orders, or lequiremenLs, such 
provision shall remain applicable to the extent that it is 
not overridden thereby. The invalidity of any provision 
shall not affect any other part hereof. 

(4) Except as the Convention or other applicable law' 
may otherwise require : — 

(a) Carrier is not liable to the shipper oi to any 
other person tor any damage, delay or loss of 
whatsoever nature (hereinafter collectively re- 
ferred to as "damage”) arising out of or in con- 
nection with the carriage of the goods, unless 
such damage is proved to have been caused by 
the negligence or wilful fault of Carrier and 
there has been no contributory negligence of 
the shipper, consignee or other claimant; 

(b) Carrier is not liable for any damage directly or 
indirectly arising out of compliance with laws, 
government regulations, orders or requirements 
or from any cause beyond Carrier's contrQl; 

(c) The charges for carriage having been based 
upon the value declared by shipper, it is agreed 
that any liability shall in no event exceed the 
shipper’s declared value for carriage stated on 
the face hereof, and in the absence of such de- 
claration by shipper liability of Carrier shall not 
exceed 250 such French gold francs or their 
equivalent per kilogram of goods destroyed, lost, 
damaged or delayed, all claims shall be subject 
to proof of value; 

(d) A carrier issuing an air-way -bill for carriage ex- 
clusively over the lines of others does so only 
as a sales agent, 

(5) It is agreed that no time is fixed for the comple- 
tion of carriage hereunder and that Carrier may without 
notice substitute alternate carriers or aircraft. Carrier 
assumes no obligation to carry the goods by any specified 
aircraft or over any particular route or routes or to make 
connection at any point according to any particular sche- 
dule, and Carrier is hereby authorized to select, or de- 
viate from die routes of shipment, notwithstanding that 
the same may be stated on the face beieof. The shipper 
guarantees payment of all charges and advances.

(6) The goods, or packages said to contain the goods, 
described on the face hereof, are accepted for carriage 
from their receipt at Carrier’s lemma] or airport office at 
the place of departure to the airport at the place of desti- 
nation. If so specifically agreed, the goods, or packages 
said to contain the goods, described on the face hereof, 
are also accepted for forwaidmg to the airport of depar- 
ture and tor reforwarding beyond the airport of destina- 
tion. If such forwarding or reform aiding is by carriage 
operated by Carrier such carriage shall be upon the same 
leinis as to liability as set forth in Paragraphs 2 and 4 
thereof. In any other event, the issuing carrier, and last 
earner, respectively, in forwarding or reforwarding the 
goods, shall do so only as agents of the shipper, 
owner, or consignee, as the case may be, and 
shall not be liable foi any damage arising out of such 
additional carriage, unless proved to have been caused by 
its own negligence or wilful fault. The shipper, owner 
and consignee hereby authorise such carriers to do all 
things deemed advisable to effect such forwarding or re- 
forwarding, including, hut without limitation, selection of 
tbc means of forwarding or reforwarding and the routes 
thereof (unless these have been herein specified by the 
shipper), execution and acceptance of documents ol 
carnage (which may include provisions exempting or 
limiting liability) and consigning of goods with no de- 
claration of value, notwithstanding any declaration of 
value in this air-way-bill. 

(7) Carrier is authorised (but shall be under no obli- 
gation) to advance any duties, taxes or charges and to 
make any disbursements with respect to the goods, and 
the shipper, owner and consignee shall be jointly and 
se\ erally liable for the reimbursement theieof. No 
Carrier shall be under obligation to incur any expense or 
to make any advance in connection with the forwarding 
or reforwarding of the goods except against repayment 
by the shipper. If it is necessary to make customs eutry 
of the goods at any place, the goods shall he deemed to 
he consigned at such place to the person named on the 
face horeof as customs consignee, or, if no such person 
be named, to the carrier carrying the goods to such place 
or to such customs consignee, if any, as such carrier may 
designate. 

(8) At the request of the shipper, and if the appro- 
riate premium is paid and the fact recorded on the lace 
ereo'f, the goods covered by this air-way-bill are insured 

on behalf of the shipper under ail open policy for the 
amount requested by the shipper as set out on the face 
hereof (recover) being limited to the actual loss or 
damage not exceeding the insured value) against at! risks 
of physical loss or damage from any external cause what- 
soever, except those arming directly or indirectly from 
war risks, strikes, riots, hostilities, legal seizure or delay 
or inherent vice, and subject to the terms and conditions 
of such open policy which is available for inspection by 
the shipper.

Notice of arrival of the goods will, in the absence of 
other instructions, be sent to the Consignee, or the person 
to be notified, by ordinary methods; Carrier is not liable 
for non-receipt or delay in receipt ol such notice. 

( 10) (a) No action shall be maintained in the case of 
damage to goods unless a written notice, sufficiently des- 
cribing the goods concerned, the approximate date of the 
damage, and the details of the claim, is presented to an 
office of Carrier within 7 days from the date of receipt 
thereof, in the case of delay, unless presented within i4 
days from the date the goods are placed at the disposal 
of the person entitled to deliveiy, mid in the case of loss 
(including non-delivery) unless presented within 120 
dayts ftom the date of issue of the air-wav-bill; 


(b) Any rights to damages against Carrier shall be ex- 
tinguished unless an action is brought within two years 
after the concurrence of the events giving rise to the 
claim. 

(11) The shipper shall comply with applicable laws, 
customs and other government regulations of any coun- 
try to, from, through or over which the good- may be 
carried, including those relating to the packing, carriage 
or delivery of the goods, and shall furnish such informa- 
tion and attach such documents to this air-way-biii as 
may be necessary to comply with such laws and regula- 
tions. Carrier is not liable to the shipper or any other 
person for loss or expense due to shipper's failure to 
comply with this provision.

International Carriage (Passenger and Baggage ) 
Regula'ions, 1967 

In cxeici.se of the powers conteued by clause (g) ot 
sub-section (2) of sectiofi 45 of the Air Corporations 
Act, 1953 (27 of 1953). and in supersession of the Indian 
Aiilines Corporation (Conditions of Carriage) Regula- 
tions, 1957 the Indian Airlines, with the pievious approval 
■of the Central Government, hereby makes the following 
regulations relating to the conditions of international 
carriage (passenger and baggage), performed by the In- 
dian Airlines in terms of the Indian Carriage by Air Act, 

J 934 (XX of 1934), namely:— 

1, Short Title. — These regulation-, may be called the 
Indian Airlines International Carriage (Passengers and 
Baggage) Regulations, 1967, 

2. The following Conditions of Contract shall apply to 
international carriage by ah (passengers and baggage) 
performed by the Indian Aiilines in terms of the Indian 
Carriage by Adr Act, 1934 ; — 

(1) As used in this contiact. Convention’ means the 
Convention lor the Unification of certain Rules relating 
to International Carriage by Air, signed at Warsaw, 12th 
October, 1929, or that Convention as amended by The 
Hague Protocol, 1955, whichever may be applicable to 
carriage hereunder, ‘ticket’ means ‘Passenger Ticket and 
Baggage Check’, ‘carriage’ is equivalent to ‘transporta- 
tion’, and ‘carrier’ includes the air carrier issuing this 
tickeL and all air carriers that cairy or undertake to carry 
the passenger or his baggage heieunder or perform any 
other service incidental to such air carriage, ‘damage’ in- 
cludes death, injury, delay, loss or other damage of what- 
soever nature arising out of or in connection with carriage 
or other services performed by carrier incidental thereto. 
Carriage to be performed hereunder by several successive 
carriers is regarded as a single opeiation. 

(2) (a) Carriage hereunder is subject to the rules and 
limitations relating to liability' established by the Conven- 
tion unless such carriage is not ‘international carriage’ as 
defined by the Convention, (Sec carrier’s tariffs, condi- 
tions df carriage for such definition). Carrier’s name 
may be abbreviated in the ticket, the lull name and its 
abbreviation being set forth in carrier’s tariffs, conditions 
of carriage, regulations or time-tables; and carrier’s 
address shall be the airpori ot dep.uture shown opposite 
the first abbreviation of cartiei’3 name in the ticket and 
for the purposes of the Convention the agiecd stopping 
places (which may be altered by carrier in case of neces- 
sitvV are those places except the place of departure and 
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the place of destination, set forth in this ticket and any 
conjunction ticket issued herewith, or, as shown in 
carrier's time-tables as scheduled stopping places on the

(n) provisions herein set iorth, (iii) applicable tariff, 
and (iv) except m transportation between a place in the 
United States and any place outside thereof, conditions of 
carriage, regulations and time-tables (but not the time ot 
depaituic and arrival therein) of suen carrier, which aie 
made part heieof and which may be inspected at any 
of its offices and at airports from which it operalcs regu- 
lar sei vices 

(2) (e) Unless expressly so provided, nothing herein 
contained shall waive any limitation of liability of earner 
existing undet the convention or applicable law's 

( 3 ) I mot a 1 as any provision contained or reft i red to 
herein may be contraiy to a law, government regulation, 
order or requirement, which severally cannot be waived 
by agieemenl of the paities, such provision shall remain 
applicable and be consideied as part ot the contract of 
carriage to the extent only that such provision is not con 
tiaiv thereto The invalidity of any provision shall not 
iffect any othei pait 

(4) Subject to the loregonfg — 

(a) Liability of carrier for damages shall bo limited to 
occuirences on its own line, except in the case ol checked 
baggage as to which the passenger also has a light of- 
action against the first or last carrier A earner issuing 
a ticket oi checking baggage foi carnage over the lines ol 
others does so only as agent 

(b) Cainei is not liable for damage to passenger oi 
unchecked baggage unless such damage is cau-ed by the 
negligence of camei 

(ej Curncr is not liable foi any damage duectly and 
solely arising out of its compliance with any laws gov- 
ernment legulations orders or requirements, oi irom

All claims are subject to proof ot amount of loss 

(e) Any exclusion or limitation of liability of earner 
under these conditions shall apply to agents servants or 
representatives of the camei acting within the scope of 
their employment and also to any person whose aircraft 
is used by earner tor carnage and his agents, servants or 
representatives acting within the scope of their employ- 
ment 

(5) Checked baggage earned hereunder will be delud- 
ed to the hearei of the baggage check upon payment ol 
all unp ud sums due earner under earner’s coutracl of 
carnage or tariff 

(6) When validated, this ticket is good lor carnage 
from the airport at the place ot departure to the urpoit 
at the place ol destination \ia the route shown heiein 
and for the applicable class of service and is valid for 


one yeai from the date of commencement ol flight except 
as otherwise provided in carrier s t mils oi regulations 
Each flight coupon will be accepted lor carnage on the 
date and flight lor vvhich accommodations have been le 
served, when flight coujxms arc issued on an “open date’ 
basis, accommodation will be reset ved upon application 
subject to availability of space 

(7) Carrier undertakes to use its best cffoits to canv 
ihe passenger and baggage with reasonable dispatch, but 
no particulai time is fixed tor ihe commencement oi 
completion oL c image Subject thereto camei muv 
without notice substitute alternate carriers oi an emit and 
may alter or omit the stopping place shown on the lace 
of the ticket in case of necessity Times shown m time- 
tables or elsewhere are appioxiniate and not guaranteed 
and lorm no part of this contract Schedule, arc subject 
to change wnhout notice Curnci i times no respon 
sibihty for m iking connections 

(8) The passenger shall complv with all government 
have! reqimements, present all exit entry, and other 
documents requited by the law and arrive at the airport 
by the time fixed b> Carrier or, if no time is fixed, suffi- 
ciently in advance ot flight departui e to permit completion 
ot government formahlies and departure procedures 
Carrier is not liable lor loss ot expense due to pussengu s 
failure to comply with the provision

In exercise ol the powcis conferred by clause (g) ot 
sub-section (2) of section 45 of the Air Corporation Act, 
1 05 1 (27 of 1953), and in supeisessiou ot the Indian 
Airlines Corporation (Conditions of Carnage) Regula- 
tions 1957 the Indian Airline, with the previous ap 
pnwal of the Central Government hereby mikes the 
following regulations i elating to the conditions of non- 
international carnage (passengei and baggage), perform- 
ed bv the Indian Aithne, nameh — 

I Shot tide and event — (1) These regulations may 
be called the Indian Airlines Non intci national Carriage* 
( Passengei and Baggatre) Regulation , 1967 
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(2) These reflations apply to all non-intemational 
carriage of passengers and baggage. 

(3) These legislations do noi applv lo — 

(i) eurnuge ot mails, 

( it j carnage ot goods; and 

I in j carriage of employees oi the Indian Aiilines 
when they are carried tor the purpose of per- 
forming any duties assigned to ihern by the In- 
dian Airlines on the an craft. 

2. Uefmition \ — In these regulations, unless there is 
, ms thing repugnant in the subject or context — 

ill Government' means the tjoveinment oi India; 

(2i C oi poi Litton'' means the Indian Airlines; and 

1 3) ‘Non-international carriage” means carriage 
other than international carriage as defined in 
the Indian Carriage by Air Aci, 1934. 

3. 11) The passenger ticket issued bv the Corporation 
will be valid only tor the service for which it is issued 
and shall not be transferable, 

(2) In the case of children under 12 years of age 
travelling unaccompanied, the written consent of the legal 
guardian shall be required 

( 3 ) The Corporation reserves to itself the right, with- 
out assigning any reason, to cancel or delay the com- 
mencement or continuance of the flight or to alter the 
stopping place or places or to deviate from the route of 
the journey or to change the type of aircraft in use with- 
out thereby incui ring any liability in damages or other- 
wise to the passengers or any other person on any ground 
whatsoever. The Corporation also reserves to itself the 
right to refuse to carry any person whom it considers un- 
fit to travel oi who in the opinion of the Corporation may 
constitute risk to the aircraft or to the persons on board. 

4. It at any stage it is found that the aircraft wilh the 
hooked load or passengers etc. will be overloaded, the 
Coiporation will have the right to decide which passen- 
gers or articles shall he off-loaded and such decision shall 
he binding. 

5. The liability of the Corporation for damage sustain- 
ed in the event of the death or wounding of a passenger 
or any Other bodily injury suffered by a passenger, or by 
his registered baggage during the course of carriage by 
air will be governed by the Rules contained in the first 
and second Schedules to the Indian Carriage by Air Act, 
1934 subject to the exceptions, adaptations, modifications 
etc. ,is notified in the Government of India, Ministry df 
Transport (Civil Aviation Wing! Notification No, GSR- 
1967, dated 17-12-63 published in Section 3(1) of the 
Gazette of India, dated 28-12-63. 

(a) In particular the Corporation is liable for damage 
sustained in the event of the death or wounding of a 
pussenger or any other bodily injuty suffered by a passen- 
ger. if the accident which caused the damage so suslained 
took place On hoard the aircraft or in (he course of any 
of the operations of embarking or disembarking. 

(b) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (c) below- 

(i) In the event of death of a passenger, or anv 
bodily injury or wound suffered by a passenger 
which results in a permanent disablement in- 
capacitating hun from engaging in or being 
occuoied with his usual business or occupation, 
the liability ot the Corporation for each passen- 
ger shall be Rs. 42 000/-, if the passenger he 
12 or more years of age, and Rs, 21,000/- if 
the passenger below 1 2 years of age, on the 
date of the accident. 

(in In the event of wounding of ,j passenger oi 
any other hodilv injury suffered by a passenger 
which results in a temporary' disablement entire- 
ly p’ eventing the injured passenger from attend- 
ing to his usual business or occupation or duties, 


the liability of the Corporation shall be limited 
to a sum equal to Rs. 40/- per day for evety 
day during which he continues to be so disabled 
nr’a sum of Rs. 8,000 whichever is less, 

(c) If the Corporation proves that the damage was 
caused by oi contributed to b\ the negligence of th" in- 
jured person the Corpotation will be liable to only such 
liability, if any, as may be determined by a Court of 
Law, such liability, in anv case, not exceeding that pro- 
vided in sub-claiee fb) above. 

td) Subject to (he provisions ot sub-clause (el below 
the Corporation is liable for damage sustained in (he 
evenL of the destruction oi loss ot oi ot dam age lo any 
icgistered and unregistered baggage, il ihe occur once 
which caused the damage to sustained look plate during 
the carriage by air. The liability of the Corporation shall 
be limited to a sum of Rs. 80/- per kilogram for register- 
ed luggage and Rs. 250/- (Rupees two hundred and 
fifty) in respect of entire unregistered baggage of which 
the passenger takes charge himself. 

(e) In the carriage of baggage the Corpotation will 
not be liable if it proves that the damage was occasioned 
hy negligent pilotage or negligence in the handling ol the 
aircraft or in navigation and that, in all other respects, it 
and its agents had taken all necessary measures to avoid 
the damage oi that it was impossible for it or them to 
take such measures. 

(t) The Corporation is not liable foi damage occasion- 
ed by delay in the carriage by an of passengers or 
baggage 

6. The obligation of the Corporation is expressly limit- 
ed to the journey between the airports of depaiture and 
destination and shall not in any event subsist previous or 

.subsequent thereto, and in particular, no part of any 
journey undertaken by the passenger, whether such jour- 
ney be by land ot water-borne previous or subsequent 
to the carriage specified on the ticket, shall he deemed to 
form part of such carriage. 

7. The passenger shall comply with all Government 
rules, regulations, promulgations or notifications for the 
time being in force as may be introduced from time to 
time, and vhall fulfil all requirements of law and at pre- 
sent all exists or entry or other documents, required by 
law' and shall not he entitled to any refund of the fare 
paid in the event ot non-performance of the journey aris- 
ing out of any cause directly or indirectly attiibulable lo 
his failure to comply with such iulcs, regulations etc. of 
the Government or law. The passenger shall also observe 
the inductions of the Corporation, its agents, servants or 
employees concerning all nutters connected with the 
carriage, but no agent, servant or employee of the Corpo- 
tation shall have authority to waive any provision of 
these regulations. 

8. The Coiporation shall not accept for carriage 
passenger’s property or baggage or both with ,a special 
declaration of value at delivery. 

9. The ticket issued by the Corporation shall be sub- 
ject to the rules of cancellation made by the Corporation 
for the time being in force which may he seen at any 
office of the Corporation on request, 

10. Receipt without complaint, of registered baggage 
on the teimination of the journey shall be pnnm-Jacie 
evidence that the baggage has been delivered correctly 
and in good condition 

11. Any action to enforce liability against the Convo- 
lution may he brought by a duly authoihed representative 
of the Passenger or hy any pet son who would he the 
legal heir of the passenger accoi ding to law. But only 
one action shall be brought in respect of the death of 
any one pa^sengei and every such action by whomsoever 
brought shall he for the benefit of nil entitled persons
